The original horn, a wonderful piece of 15th Century silver 
work, is supposed to have been made by the famous carver 
Daniel Aretaeus for Christian I, the founder of the Oldenburg 
dynasty of Denmark. 

Christian I undertook the office of arbitrator in a dispute 
between the Archbishop and Chapter of Cologne, 1474-5, and 
had the dispute been settled, the horn was intended as an 
offering to the shrine of the three sacred kings there. 

The arbitration having failed, it was kept in Oldenburg 
until after 1684, when it was brought to the Art Museum at 
Copenhagen, whence it was transferred in 1824 to Rosenborg 
Castle. 

The reproduction now offered was the property of King 
Fredrik VII of Denmark and was acquired in the same manner 
as the previous lot; it is said to be the only one that was 
made and to have taken several years to make.
